SKETCH  of  the  LIFE  of  JOHN 
BARCLATy  Author  of  Argenis. 

JOHN  BARCLAY,  the  fon  of 
William  Barclay  and  Ann  de 
Mallcville,  was  born  at  Pontamouffon 
in  Lorriiinc,  on  the  2Sih  of  January 
1582. 

He  was  educated  at  the  college  of 
the  Jefuiis  in  Pontamoufl’on  ;  and 
when  only  nineteen  years  old,  he  pub- 
lilhcd  notes  on  the  Thebais  of  Statius. 

The  Jefuits  remarked  his  genius 
for  literature,  and  attempted  to  win 
Mm  to  their  <<rdcr.  William  Bar¬ 
clay  looked  upon  their  attempt  as  a 
breach  of  truli.  Hence  there  arofe 
a  quarrel  between  him  and  the  Je¬ 
fuits,  who  at  that  time  were  in  high 
credit  with  the  Duke  of  Lorraine. 
He  quitted  Lorraine  in  difguil,  and 
conducted  his  fon  to  London.  This 
was  in  the  year  1603,  juft  after  the 
acceffjon  of  his  native  fgvcrcign  to 
the  Luglini  throne.

Were 
the  moon’s  orbit  coincident  with  the 
plane  of  the  ecliptic,  in  which  the 
tarih  always  moves,  and  the  fun  ap¬ 
pears  to  move,  the  moon’s  lhadow 
would  fall  upon  the  earth  at  every 
change,  and  eclipfe  the  fun  to  fome 
parts  of  the  earth  ;  the  moon,  in  like 
manner,  would  go  through  the  middle 
of  the  earth’s  lhadow,  and  be  eclipfed 
at  every  full ;  though  with  this  dif¬ 
ference,  that  Ihe  would  be  totally 
darkened  for  more  than  an  hour  and 
a  half;  whereas  the  fun  never  was  to¬ 
tally  eclipfed  by  the  interpofition  of 
the  moon  above  four  minutes  at  moft. 
But  one  half  of  the  moon’s  orbit  is 
elevated  ^4  degrees  above  the  eclip¬ 
tic,  and  the  other  half  as  mi^ch  de- 
prelTed  below  it :  confequently  the 
moon’s  orbit  interfc<Jls  the  ecliptic  in 
two  oppofite  points,  called  the  Moon’s 
Nodes.  When  thefe  points  are  in  a 
right  line  with  the  center  of  the  fun 
at  new  or  full  moon,  the  fun,  moon, 
and  earth,  are  all  in  a  right  line;  and 
if  the  moon  be  then  new,  her  lhadow 
falls  upon  the  earth  ;  if  full,  the 
earth’s  flradow  falls  upon  her.  If,  at 
the  time  of  conjun<Jlion,  the  fun  and 
moon  are  more  than  17  degrees  from 
either  of  the  nodes,  the  moon  is  then 
generally  too  high  or  too  low  in  her 
orbit  to  call  any  part  of  her  lhadow 
on  the  earth  ;  and  w’hcn  the  fun  is 
more  than  12  degrees  from  either  of 
the  nodes  at  the  full  moon,  the  moon  is 
generally  too  high  or  two  low  in  her 
orbit  to  go  through  any  part  of  the 
earth’s  fhadow  :  in  both  which  cafes 
there  can  be  no  eclipfe.  But  when 
the  moon  is,  at  the  time  of  conjunc¬ 
tion,  lefs  than  17  degrees  from  either 
node,  her  lhadow  or  penumbra  falls* 
more  or  lefs  upon  the  earth,  as  Ihc 
is  more  or  lefs  within  this  limit*.

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it,  the  obfcuraiion  of  her  limb  is 
fcarcely  fcnliblc  ;  and  therefore  the 
nicell  oblcrvers  can  hardly  aiccrtain 
v.’ithin  four  or  five  feconds  ol  the  ex- 
aa  time.  .  But  both  the  beginning 
•and  ending  of  folar  cclipfcs  are  in- 
liantancoully  vifible;  for  the  iuilant 
that  the  edge  ot  the  moon’s  dlfc 
touches  that  of  the  fun,  his  ro¬ 
tundity  feems  a  little  invaded  on 
that  part ;  and  the  moment  Ihc 
leaves  it,  he  again  appears  perfectly 
round* 

Eciipfes  of  the  moon  are  of  great 
ufe  in  altronomy,  for  afeeruining  the 
periods  of  her  motions ;  cfpccially 
when  they  are  obferved  to  be  alike  in 
all  circumftances,  and  have  long  in¬ 
tervals  of  time  between  them.  In 
geography,  the  longitudes  of  places 
arc  found  by  eciipfes ;  but  lor  this 
purpofe  eciipfes  ot  the  moon  arc  more 
ferviceable  than  thofe  of  the  fun, 
bccaufe  they  are  more  frequently 
vifible,  and  die  fame  lunar  ecJipfe  is  of 
equal  ll/.c  and  duration  at  all  plac;;s 
where  it  is  feen.  In  chronology, 
botli  foliii*  and  lunar  tcliplcs  Icrvc  to 
determine  cxa^ltly  the  time  ot  any  pafl 
event ;  lor  there  are  fo  many  parti¬ 
culars  obferveable  in  every  cclipfe, 
with  refpct^  to  its  quantity,  the  places 
where  it  is  vifibk,  (if  of  the  fiin), 
and  the  time  ot  the  day  or  night, 
that  it  is  iinpolTible  that  there  can  be 
two  folar  eclipits  in  the  courfe  of 
many  ages,  which  are  in  all  circum- 
itances  alike. 

It  is  evident  from  the  above  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  dcnflrine  of  eciipfes, 
that  the  darkuefs  at  our  Saviour's 
Crucifixion  was  I'upernatural ;  for  he 
lUlfered  on  the  day  on  which  the  Paf- 
fover  was  eaten  by  the  Jews,  when  it 
was  impoliible  tiiat  the  mooirs  lhadow 
could  fall  on  the  earth ;  for  the  Jews 
kept  the  Paifover  at  the  time  of  full 
moon  ;  nor  does  the  darknefs  in  total 
cclipfcs  of  the  fun  lail  above  four 
ininutes  in  any  place ;  whereas  the 
darknefs  at  the  Cinicifivion  laRcd 
tmec  hours,  (Matt,  xxviii.  15.)  and 


overfpread,  at  lead,  all  the  land  of 
Judea. 

A  variety  of  fupcrftitious  notions 
formerly  prevailed,  refpe^ding  the  in- 
liuencc  of  eciipfes  on  human  ailairs; 
and  many  writers  have  preferved  the 
abfurd  notions  which  prevailed  on 
fuch  occafiuns  in  unenlightened  times. 
The  bright  fun  of  phLlolbphy,  how¬ 
ever,  has  long  happily  difperfed  the 
mills  of  ignorance  in  almod  every 
clime;  and  thefe  good  hr  ill  omens, 
as  they  were  ridiculoufly  imagined, 
arc  know'u  to  be  derived  from  caufes 
very  naturally  accounted  for.  Thtfc 
notions,  however,  are  fhid  to  have 
proved  exceedingly  fortunate  to  Co¬ 
lumbus,  the  celebrated  difeoverer  of 
America ;  and  as  this  is,  in  our 
opinion,  the  only  circumdance  of  the 
kind  worth  relating,  wc  lhall  prefent 
I  it  to  our  readers,  before  we  conclude 
this  article. 

Chridopher  Columbus  being.  In  the 
year  1493,  ^Iri'en  on  the  iflanJ  ot 
Jainalca,  he  was  greatly  didreircJ  for 
provifioiis,  the  inhabitants  abfulutely 
rcfuling  to  grant  him  the  fmaliclt 
aiTidaiice.  On  this  he  threatened 
them  with  a  plague,  and  told  them, 
that  its  approach  Ihould  be  denoted 
by  an  ccliple  of  the  fun ;  which  ac¬ 
cordingly  happened  on  the  very  day 
he  had  foretold,  and  fo  tcrrilled  the 
natives,  that  they  contended  who 
Ihould  be  the  mod  expeditious  in  fur- 
liuhing  him  with  all  forts  of  provifions, 
proUrating  themfelvcs  at  his  feet, 
and  imploring  him  to  pardon  their 
prefiimpiuous  refufal  of  his  reafonabie

CHAPTER  X. 

Ta  Vc:iv<i  Ojjieen. 

Tbiose  who  arc  unacquainted 
with  the  fcrvlcc  may  perhaps 
F  imagine,  that  this  chapter  is  addrcITcd 


to  the  fub:iltcrnG  only — but  a  litile 
knowledge  ot  the  prci'ciu  iVile  of  the 
iiritifh  lorccs  will  convince  them, 
that  it  comprehends  not  «mly  the 
great ch  parr  of  the  captains,  but  alfo 
many  of  the  field  officers  of  the 
army. 

'Phe  firft  article  we  (hall  confider 
is  your  drefs  ;  a  tallc  in  which  is  the 
moll  diftingniniing  inaik  of  a  military 
genius,  and  the  principal  chara^terif- 
lic  of  a  good  officer. 

Ever  fince  the  days  of  Antient  Pif- 
tol,  we  find,  that  a  large  and  broad- 
rimmed  beaver  has  been  peculiar  to 
heroes.  A  hat  of  this  find  worn 
over  your  right  eye,  with  two  large 
dangling  lalfcU,  and  a  prop  >rtionare 
cockade  and  leather,  will  give  you 
an  air  of  courage  and  martial  gallan¬ 
try. 

The  fafiiion  of  your  cloaths  muft 
depend  on  that  ordered  in  the  corps; 
that  is  to  fay,  mull  be  in  dirccl  oppo- 
fition  to  it  :  for  it  would  Ihcw  a  de¬ 
plorable  poverty  of  genius,  if  yon  had 
not  fomc  ideas  of  your  own  in  dreis. 

Your  crofs  belt  Ihonld  be  broad, 
with  a  huge  b’ade  pendant  to  it — to 
which  you  may  add  a  dirk  and  a  bay¬ 
onet,  in  order  to  give  you  the  more 
tremendous  appearance. 

Thus  equipped  you  fally  forth, 
with  your  colours,  or  chittcrlin,  ad- 
v.inccd  and  dying  ;  and  1  think  it 
will  be  hell  in  walking  through  the 
ftrccl^,  particularly  if  they  arc  nar¬ 
row,  to  carry  yotir  fword  in  your 
right  hand.  For  bcfides  its  having 
a  handfome  and  military  appearance, 
the  pommel  of  the  fword  will  ferve 
to  open  you  a  Ircc  palfagc,  by  flioving 
it  in  the  guts  of  every  one  who  does 
not  give  way.  He  mull  be  a  bold 
one  who  will  venture  to  oppofe  you, 
as  by  your  drefs  he  cannot  in  reafon 
txj>€(5l  the  lead  cpiarter.  We  are 
told  that  the  janilfaries  never  wear 
their  fwerds  but  upon  duty  ;  a  prac¬ 
tice  more  becoming  Turks  than  Chrif- 
tians.  I 

When  vou  vlfit  vour  fr’tnds  cither  I 


in  town  or  country,  or  make  any  ei- 
curfion  to  any  other  place  where  your 
regiment  is  not  known,  immediately 
mount  two  epaulets,  and  pafs  your- 
fclf  for  a  grenadier  officer.  • 

Never  wear  your  uniform  in  quar¬ 
ters,  when  you  can  avoid  it.  A  green 
or  a  brown  coat  Ihews  you  have  other 
cloaihs  befide  your  regimentals,  and 
I  ike  wife  that  you  have  coura^  to 
difobey  a  Handing  order.  II  you 
have  not  an  entire  fuit,  at  leaft  mount 
a  pair  of  black  breeches,  a  round  hat, 
nr  fomething  unregimental  and  unmi- 
litary. 

If  you  belong  to  a  raefs,'  cat  w’ith 
it  as  fcldom  as  poffible,  to  let  folks 
fee  you  neither  want  money  nor  cre¬ 
dit.  And  when  you  do,  in  order  to 
Ihew  that  you  arc  ufed  with  good 
living,  find  fault  with  every  di(h  that 
is  fet  on  the  table,  damn  the  w’ine, 
and  throw'  the  plates  at  the  mefs- 
raan’s  head. 

If  the  dinner  is  not  ferved  up  im¬ 
mediately  on  your  fitting  down,  draw 
circles  with  your  fork  on  the  table  ; 
cut  the  table-cloth ;  and,  if  you  have 
pewter  plates,  fpin  them  on  the  point 
of  your  fork,  or  do  fome  other  mif- 
chief,  to  punifh  the  fellow  for  making 
you  w'alt. 

On  coming  into  the  regiment,  per¬ 
haps  the  major  or  adjutant  will  advife 
you  to  learn  the  manual,  the  falutc, 
or  other  parts  of  the  cxcrclfc ;  to 
which  you  may  anfwer,  that  you  do 
not  want  to  be  drill-fcrjcant  or  cor¬ 
poral— or  that  you  purchafed  your 
commiffion,  and  did  not  come  into 
the  army  to  be  made  a  machine  of. 

It  w'ill  alfo  be  pcrfc«5lly  nccdlefs  for 
you  to  confult  any  treatifes  of  military 
difciplinc,  or  the  regulations  for  the 
army.  Dry  books  of  tallies  arc  bc- 
ncatli  the  notice  of  a  man  of  genius, 
and  it  is  a  known  fa(JI,  that  every 
Britifh  officer  is  infpired  with  a  per- 
fefl  knowledge  of  his  duty  the  mo¬ 
ment  he  gets  his  commiffion  ;  and  if 
he  were  not,  it  would  be  fufficiently 
acquired  in  converfazhnes  at  the  inaia 
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gu.irJ  or  ibw  g^and  lutler’s.  Thus  a 
iJwiierai  oilcer,  who  had  iiever  be  tore 
ik-n  a  day’s  lervlcc  beyond  the  hniiu 
of  Blackheaih  or  Wimbledon-com¬ 
mon,  ))cing  ordered  abroad,  lands  in 
Anu  rica  or  Germany  jl  Julius  iwpera- 
ijr^  though  by  very  dill'ereiit  means 
Iroin  iliol'e.oi  Luculliis.  it  you  have 


a-  Uira  lor  reading,  or  Had  it:  necel 


in  ihai  manner  the  tedious 
houi'.i  in  cam;)  or  gariilon,  let;  it  be 
facii  biX'kb  MS  warm  the  imaginalion, 
and  i:  ipire  to  snilltary atchievemetits, 
Tne  Wo:n::n  ot  I’lcMture,  C»‘azy 
‘I’ales,  Roelull.i’s  I’oc.ns;  if  you  aim 
at  ibiid  Inilriiiliioii  and  uieful  know- 
ijJifc,  you  mull  Itudy  Lord  Chtdler- 
lield’s  i.etcers,  or  'i'rutier’s  Pi)lite- 
liwTs;  it  you  have  a  turn  lor  natural 
])lulolbnhy,  you  may  peruic  Arliiotle’s 
^Mailer-piece  ;  an  i  the  'I  rials  lor 
Adultery  will  afford  you  a  fund  of 
liiil(»rical  and  legal  information. 

If  there  Ihould  be  a  Ibbcrly  difpo- 
fod  peribn,  or,  in  other  words,  a  fel¬ 
low  of  no  fpirit,  in  the  corps,  you 
u»4.1l  HOC,  only  bon  iiim  conlt.intly  at 
me  hvefi,  but  ihonid  make  nfe  o;  a 
kind  of  practical  wit  to  torment  Inm. 
'^riiiis  you  liiay  force  open  his  doors, 
l./cak  htb  windows,  dasnage  Ills  lur- 
r.icure,  and  put  whores  In  his  bed;  or  in 
camptlirow  fcuiibs  and  crackers  into 
his  lent  at  ni]»ht,  or  loofea  his  lent 


parade,  buttoning  your  gaiters,  or 
putting  on  fome  part  of  your  dref^. 
Obl'ei  ve  the  fame  when  for  guard  : — 
making  20  or  30  men  wait  lucws  you 
are  fomebody. 

W  iienevcr  you  mount  guard^  in¬ 
vite  all  your  iiiend#>  to  the  guard¬ 
room;  and  not  only  get  drunk  yourfelf, 
but  make  yuur  company  drunk  alfo; 
and  then  lliii',  and  make  as  muchnoife 
as  pullinle.  This  will  ihcw  the  world 
the  dllFcrence  between  an  ollicer  and 
a  ptivate  man  ;  lince  the  latter  would 
be  tlaycd  alive  for  the  leall  irregular 
riiy  upon  duly. 

'rhoiigh  it  tuay,  on  fomc  occafions, 
be  proper  and  becoming  a  military 
man,  to  be  watchful  and  to  lit  up  all 
night,  as  in  drinking,  gaming,  at  a 
nialqucrade,  utc.  yet  it  w’ould  be  an 
intolerable  bore  on  guard  ;  and,  if 
near  an  enemy,  and  liable  to  be  at¬ 
tacked,  would  argue  a  degree  of  ap- 
prehcrifiou  that  a  good  fdditr  ihouId 
be  alhamed  of.

Be  fure  alfo  to  lligiiuti/.e  every  of¬ 
ficer,  wlu)  is  attentive  to  his  duty, 
wlilj  the  appellation  of  Mariimt ;  and 
liy  he  Iras  been  bit  by  a  mad  adjn- 
Taur.  This  will  dlfcourage  others 
from  knowing  more  than  yourfclf, 
ami  thereby  keep  you  upon  an  equa¬ 
lity  with  them. 

When  ordered  ft/r  duty,  always 
grumble  and  cjuciLlon  the  roller. — 
’Bins  will  procure  you  the  char.tifler 
oueiivit  wlil  not  be  impf)rcd  on. — 
a  ii^lJ  d.iy,  be  fure  ii  ir  to  fill  in 
l>etore  the  regiment  is  t»'ld  oil  and 
d>ioM'd;  and  il.cn  come  vpo/i  the 
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Inins,  they  will  make  a  handfome  co¬ 
vering  ior  the  card  table  at  night, 
and  will  prevent  it  from  being  llaiucd 
or  f  filed. 

Vv^iiLii  you  mount  the  quarter- 
guard  in  camp,  as  Hioii  as  the  men 
have  grounded  their  arms,  put  olF 
your  laiii  and  gorget,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  go  to  your  tent,  or  to  the  grand 
i’uiler’s  in  the  rear.  Tiic  ferjeanc 
can  take  charge  ot  the  men  in  your 
abfence  ;  and  ihould  any  general  olH- 
ccr  happen  to  come  by,  you  will 
Jiave  an  opportunity  to  Ihewr  your 
a»5llvity,  In  runniag  acroL  the  parade 
to  tni  ii  out  the  guard. 

Never  read  the  daily  orders.  It 
is  beneath  an  ollicer  of  fpirit  to  be¬ 
llow  any  attention  upon  fuch  non- 
leulw  ;  and  tiie  information  yon  caa 
get  from  them  w'il|  not  repay  you  for 
the  trouble  you  are  at  in  Jccyphcr- 
ir*g  rhein  and  reducing  them  int^ 
Liiglllh.  Ir  will  be  fulHcient  to  alk 
l!ie  Icrjeant  if  you  arc  iur  anyduty. 

Be  coa.'fii.t  attendant  at  the  gc» 
C  S

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officers,  ihry  fhould  not  fail  to  get  a 
little  imliow  tiril,  to  ffiew  the  vorld 
that  they  arc  no  milk-fops;  Init  if 
any  of  the  foldicrs  lliould  prefume 
imitate  their  example,  they  muff  be 
confined  and  brought  to  a  court- 
martial  ;  for  what  is  commendable 
in  an  officer  may  be  in  the  higheft  de¬ 
gree  reprehcnfible  in  a  private  man  ; 
and,  as  the  dramatic  poet  obferves,

nera!*clficti  *s  levees.  If  )on  get  no¬ 
thing  clfe  by  it,  yon  may  at  lealt 
!earn  hrw  to  ferape  and  bow,  to  ffm- 
per,  and  to  difplay  u  handfome  fet  of 
teeth,  hy  watching  cloiely  the  conduct 
ct  the  aid-tie-camps. 

At  exercife  yen  muff  be  continual¬ 
ly  ihruffing  cur  your  fpontcon,  or¬ 
dering  the  men  to  drefs,  and  making 
as  much  noife  as  poffible,  in  order 
to  fl.cv,-  your  attemion  to  your  du- 
tv. 

\V  hen  at  :i  f.cld  dav  or  review,  vou 
have  taken  poll  in  the  rear  lor  the 
manual  cxcicifc  to  he  performed,  you 
have  a  fine  opportunity  of  diverting 
yourftlvcs  and  the  fpe(fUtors.  Von 
tUnd  very  conveniently  for  playing 
at  leap-frog,  or  may  pelt  one  another 
with  Hones;*, or  if  there  lliould  be 
fnnw  fin  the  ground,  with  fnow-balls. 
'rhis  will  be  a  very  harmrefs*  fclaxa- 
tion,  as  you  have  nothing  elfc  to  do, 
and  beffdes  the  diverfion  it  will  af- 
f'ord.ainong  yourfclves,  will  contribute 
vafflv  to  amufe  the  foldicrs,  and  to 
prevent  them  from  puzzling  their 
brains  too  much  with  the  bufinefs  they 
are  about. 

If  you  arc  in  the  right  wing  during 
the  firings,  you  muff  always  keep  a 
pace  or  two  in  front,  till  you  order 
the  men  ro  lire,  when  it  will  be  ex¬

of  l>.i^ius. — —If  the  colonel,  then, 
ttculd  iidift  r|\  the  aitcndacre  of  the 


When  you  are  ordered  to  vifit  the 
barracks,  T  would  recommend  it  to 
you  to  confine  your  infpection  to  the 
outfidc  walls  ;  for  what  can  be  more 
unrcafonable  than  to  exped-  that  you 
Ihould  enter  the  foldier’s  dirty  rooms, 
and  contaminate  yourfelf  with  lad¬ 
ing  their  mcires  ?  As  you  arc  not 
nfed  to  cat  fnit  pork  or  ammunition 
bread,  it  is  impoffiblc  for  you  to 
judge  whether  they  are  good  or  not. 
Ad  in  the  fame  manner  when  or¬ 
dered  to  vifit  the  hofpital.  It  is  none 
of  your  bufinefs  to  nnrfe  and  attend 
the  (tcic.  Befides,  who  knows  but 
yon  might  catch  fome  infediourdif- 
temper  ?  And  it  would  be  better  that 
fifry  foldicrs  fhonld  pcrilh  through 
ncgicd  or  had‘  treatment  than  that 
the  king  Ihould  lofe  a  good  officer. 

Always  ufe  th<  moft  opprobrious 
epithets  in  reprimanding  the  foldicrs, 
particularly  men  of  good  charader  ; 
for  thefc  men  it  will  notin  the  lead 
hurt,  as  they  will  he  confeious  that 
Lhev  do  not  deferve  them. 

When  on  leave  of  ahfence,  never 
come  back  to  your  time ;  as  that 
might  caufe  people  to  think  that  you' 
hail  no  where  to  llay,  or  that  youf 
friends  were  tired  of  you. 

Make  trenches  round  your  roar- 
fjiice  in  camp,  to  carry  off  the  wafer, 
and  to  prevent  the  ffray  horfes  from 
coming  near  enough  to  tread  upon 
your  tent-cords.  The  larger  and 
deeper  they  are,  the  better ;  that 
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fuch  ag  ftumble  into  them  in  the 
night  may  break  their  legs,  which 
will  be  a  uietul  warning  to  other 
tones.

A  curious  Acco:ait  if  the  Difeovery  of  a 
New  Island  in  the  ^ea  ^Icfland. 
CGsninumcatgd  hj  a  J^lcsnber  of  the 
Royal  Society. 


Avery  uncommon  phxnomcnon 
has  lately  appeared  in  the  fca  of 
Iceland.  A  new  iilaud  has  rofe  from 
the  ocean,  fo  near  to  Iceland,  that 
now  the  innabitants  are  aware  cf  its 
iltuation,  they  can  oblerve.it  on  a 
clear  day,  provided  the  wind  is*in4i 
northerly  diredion :  But  when  it 
blows  from  any  other  point,  the  iiland 
becomes  obicured  in  fmoke,  no  Icfs 
than  three  volcanos  .bei ng , upon  this 
aew  region.  /I'he  volumes  oi  fmoke 
arifing  from  one  of  the  chief  craters 
are  very  confidcRabJc,  but  nothing  of 
a  Hame  has  yet  been  remarked.  This 
iiland  w’as  firll  obferved  by  a  Norway 
trader,  on  a  return  from: Iceland  to 
Drontheiin  ;  the  crewr  of  which  were 
fo  terrified,  that :  they  ,  Rood  away 
from  it  with  the  utmoR  precipitation. 
Soon  after,  a  Dane  from  tfic  Sound 
fell  in  w’ith  it, .and  at  firR  mlltook  it 
for  the  continent  of  Iceland.  The 
mailer,  however,  did  not  approach 
nearer  than  a  league’s  diflance,  but 
Rood  on  for  Skalholt,  the  capital  of 
Iceland,  where  he  made  a  report  of  ’ 
his  difeovery  to  the  Danilh  Governor. 
It  was  firll  conceived  he  had  fell  in 
with  a  rHonRrous  body  of  ice;  but  on 
perievcring  in  his  account,  fomc  oi- 
.f  cers  cf  the  garrlfon,  w  ith  fcvcral  of 


I  the  moft  Ikilful  feamcn  of  Iceland, 
I  went  In  quell  of  it ;  and  in  about  three 
I  hours  after  their  departure  from  Skal¬ 
holt,  came  fo  near  it,  that  a  boau 
I  was  Iioilled  out,  and  the  iiland  takrji 
!  poirclfion  of  in  his  Uanilb  Majclly’s 
I  name.  It  is  faid  there  Is  not  the 
leaR  appearance  of  a  foil,  hut  that 
the  furface  is  of  a  marly  nature,  with 
crannies  running  through  it,  filled  w’lth 
pumice  Rones,  which  arc  luppoied  to 
have  been  thrown  cut  by  the  dificrent 
volcanoes  of  the  ifland,  at  the  time  it 
was  firll  formed  ;  as  it,  no  doubt, 
was  then  in  a  very  couvulfcd  and 
I  agitated  Rate.  This  fmgular  proJuc- 
J  tlon,  which  '  is  fiipp<ifed  to  have  been 
formed  in  the  fpring  of  the  prefcnc 
year,  will  no  doubt  induce  fuch  of  the 
learned  world  as  arc  curious  in  their 
invcRigation  '  of  nature’s  w’orks,  to 
vlfit  this-cxiiaordlnary  phtcnomcnon. 
Many  conjecture  that  -  his  iiland  role 
at  the.  time  Sicily  fufTered  fo  much  by 
the  late  eruptions  of  Etna  ;  but  thofe 
who.  conlidcr  its  neighbourhood  with 
Hecia,  the  fcccnd  volcano  in  the  world, 
wrhich  is  much  fuperior  to  Vcfuvius, 
they  wmI;  rather  attribute  it  to  fomc 
InteRlne  commotions  of  that  mountain. 

Curious  Cujioms  ^-/^e  lNDiAKS  about 
Hudfon’s  Bay. 

IN  fomc  of  the  countries  adjeiiung 
to  Hudfon’s  Bay  they  have  one 
cuRom,  which  is  very  extraordinary  ; 
that  when  their  parents, .grow  fo  old 
aa  .to  be  Incapalne  to  Aipport  them- 
fclvcs  by  ihclr  labour,  they- require 
their  children  to  Rrangle  them  ;  and 
this  is  eReemed  an  a^  of  obedience  in 
the  children  to  perform.  The  (nan- 
ner  of  difeharging  this  laR  duty  is 
thus  : — The  grave  of  the  old  pcrfoii 
is  dug  ;  he  goes  into  it ;  and  after 
having  converfed,  and  fmoked  a  pipe, 
or  perhaps  drank  a  dram  or  two  with 
his  children,  the  old  perfon  fignifies 
he  is  ready  :  Upon  which  two  of  the 
children  put  a  thong  about  his  neck, 
one  Randing  on  the  one  Rdc  and  the 
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othrr  oppc'firc,  and  pull  vloicnily  till 
lie  is  ;  I  lien  cover  liiiii  n  iLh 

carih,  and  ovt**  tliat  rrecfl  a  kind  rf 
rough  monument  of  il»incs.  As  l*n 
fucli  j’erioiih  as  inive  no  cnildrcn,  t  hey 
rcqiRii  lliis  oiTice  irom  their  tVieuds  ; 
tho*  in  this  I. id  call*  it  Is  not  always 
complied  with.  Thcic  Itullans  believe 
in  a  Sciprcme  Beiinr  infinitely  t;Cod, 
and  the  author  ot  4iil  their  hletnngs  ; 
they  btl.'cvc  alfo  in  an  evil  being,  ol 
whom  they  arc  niucli  afraid.

^.KECDOTE  of  CJiURCIiILE. 

■TT^HEN  Churchill  finilhed  hly 
%  V  Rofeiad,  he  waited  on  a  w'clf 
knoun  piibliflwr  with  the  copy,  who 
was  at  liutt  time  bufily  employed  in 
a  woi  k  that  made  much  n^'ife  in  the 
world.  The  bdukieller  iulfered  in 
Rv^i  ely  by  the  publication  of  I'octry, 
that  he  was  detei  mined  to  have  r.o- 
ilii..g  more  to  do  with  the  ihyming 
pupils  of  Apollo,  unlefs  the  aiilhoi* 
would  make  fucli  a  depofit  az  woid.i 
llcure  him  from  nny  Infs.  This 
Chnrcliill  would  not  comply  wli’i. 

Tlie  bookitlltf  recommended  .a 
worthy  young  man  to  him,  who  had 
iull  ventured  his  little  fortune  in  the 
iinctriain  fca  ot  ink,  and  who  wen’d 
]^rob.ibly  run  the  ha/.arti  cf  the  pub¬ 
lication.  Cluirci'iill  waited  on  him, 
and  found  cvcr>  thing  to  his  with.  . 

Ti'e  publication  was  advertifed, 
and  five  da}  s  clapfcd  before  ten  Cf<pies 
luld. 

Churchill  was  thunderfiruck  — 
tlie  bookl'eiier  xva!  little  lefs.  At  tlie 
end  <tl  fi*nr  days  more  he  called  a* 
gain,  ir.d  fouAJ  fix  copies  had  gone 
I  if  :  Tne  poet,  coiifci'jiis  cf  the  merit, 
rf  his  poem,  was  almoft  franti:,  and 
hurried  to  a  friend  to  acrp.iaini  liim 
with  Ills  hard  torrnne.  His  friend, 
wl’.o  was  iritimatc  with  Garrick,  pol¬ 
led  to  him  in  the  mornirg,  and  in- 
lormcd  liim  what  a  be  oitifii!  piifliire 
ol  bis  altonllliing  abilities  there  was 
cxiiibitej  in  the  Rofeiad.  Garrick 
fw.illowed  the  gilded  pill  infiantly, 
Rnt  lor  vhc  poem,  read  it,  and  fimnd- 
cd  its  praifes  wlicrcvcr  he  vTilcd  that 
dav.  'fhe  luxr  i  vcning  t’fie  pnblifhcr 
had  not  a  fingle  copy  left,  and  in  a 
Rw  weeks  fo  many  editions  went  off, 
that  Churchill  found  hirnfril  richer 
t’lan  any  pnci  wliofc  efiate  lay  at  that 
time  in  Parnairus.

amon;;ft  her  corquelts.  It  is  laid, 
that  finding  the  poet  could  only  be  a 
lover  ad  h'ij:zrcsy  the  fought  for  more 
foliJ  comlort  in  the  arms  of  the 
athletic  Abbe  Macaity,  an  Irilh  cter- 
gymar,  who  fome  years  afterwards 
went  to  Conftantinople,  and  turned 
Mahometan  ;  ncvcrthelcft,  Voltaire 
remained  lor  ioinc  lime  the  apparent 
hero,  till  the  Marchionefs,  at  laft, 
difearded  him  entirely,  to  make  room 
for  Mcnf.  dc  St  Lambert,  who  w’ould 
fnffer  no  coadjutor  in  the  employ¬ 
ment  he  joyfully  undertook  to  dif- 
charge  ;  be  therefore  remained,  at 
leaft  lie  thought  fo,  the  folc  favourite 
of  the  amorous  fair,  who  fonn  after 
died  in  child-bed.  Her  effects  were 
advertife  J  to  he  fold  by  public  aufiion. 
Voltaire  no  fooner  heard  of  it,  than 
he  rcco!Ie<ftcd  that  at  a  former  period 
Ije  had  made  a  prefent  to  the  Mar¬ 
chionefs  of  a  gold  fnufF-box,  with  his 
miniature  p.ciurc  arl fully  concealed 
in  the  topofrhebox.  This,  tlirougha 
inctlvc  of  f.ilfe  delicacy,  the  poet 
commliuoned  fonie  of  his  friends  to 
bid  for,  and^purchafe  at  any  rate. 
Tne  cagernefs  with  which  they  went 
to  work  occafioned  its  being  put  up, 
and  knocked  down,  at  laft,  at  a  molt 
extruvagtnt  price.  Voltaire  no  foon- 
ct  got  it  into  his  po/TefTion,  than,  ap- 
pb.iag  !us  finger  to  the  fpring,  the 
portrait  appeared  in  fight,  when,  to 
his  great  mortification,  inllcad  of  his 
o'vn  dear  beloved  image,  he  found 
that  (.\  Monf.  de  St  Lambert,  his 
favoured  rival  !

He  expati¬ 
ates  on  the  fame  virtue  with  p'eculiar 
compl.acency ;  a.nt  love^  to  Ht  it  oil*  in 
the  nu)lt  chai  filing  Owlouis.  iiis  licioii 
.an  illnilrious  e.xample.  Wheti  Anchifes 
leruies  to  Lave  'Troy,  and  lignllies  hi^  rc- 
folution  lo  peiiih  in  its  Ih'.mcs,  Kne.ii., 
that  he  may  not  iurvive  Ins  father,  or 
wilnefs  the  mailacie  of  l.io  1.  /uiehuld,  is 
on  t!ic  point  of  inibiiig  to  ce’  laln  death  ; 
and  nothing  lefs  thcan  .t  miracle  prevents 
him.  lie  then  bears  on  his  ihi'iilders  the 
inlirm  old  man  lo  a  place  of  fafei}',  and 
ever  after  bcliavcs  tovvanls  him  as  bc- 
cvinies  a  fon,  and  a  fubjeCt  *'  ;  and  fpeaks 
of  his  dealli  in  terms  of  the  ucmoit  ten- 
denieli*  .and  vencralion.  As  a  father  he 
is  equally  adVCtionate  :  and  his  Ion  is  not 
deheient  in  fdi.il  duty. — Tiiinus,  when 
van(]uilhed,condcfcends  to  alk  Ids  iife,  for 
the  fake  of  Ids  aged  parent,  who  he  knew 
would  be  inconlblablc  for  his  lofs.

с. iufe  he  evinnot  live  witliout  Ids  fun, and 
wiilios  to  !>e  laid  with  him  in  the  fame 
Qr.ive.  T)ie  lamentations  of  livander 
over  Ids  Pallas  traid’ceiul  all  praife  of 
criiiciiin.  And  iiolliing,  even  in  this 
jH)em,  the  mofl  patlictic  of  all  human 
compofitions,  is  more  moving,  than  what 
is  related  of  the  gallant  youth  Pury.alus; 
w  lien  on  undei  t. iking  that  night-adven¬ 
ture  which  I'roved  fatal  to  him,  he  re- 
ronimcnds  his  lielplcfb  parent  to  the  Tro¬ 
ian  prince.  “  She  knows  not,’’  fays  he, 
“  oftlds  er.terprife;  and  1  go  w'ithout 
bidding  her  farewell :  for  1  call  tlic  Gods 
U)  witnefs  tii.U  1  cannot  fuppoit  the 
ligh.t  of  a  wveping  mother.”  — Let  a  man 
lead  Virgil  with atteiition,  and  with  tafte; 
.mil  then  be  a  erurl  parent  or  an  unduti- 
ful  child,  if  lie  can.  And  let  him  alk  his 
own  heart  this  cpieinon.  Whether  human 
nature  would  not  be  cleprived  of  many

of  its  beft  atfedions,  and  human  fociety 
of  its  bell  comfoits,  if  tlie  ideas  ot  thole 
projectors  were  to  be  realifed,  who  pro¬ 
pole  to  improve  the  political  art,  by  an¬ 
nihilating  the  attachments  of  confangui- 
iiity.” 

The  following  obfervaiions  on  the 
Xhiities  of  Time  und  Place  arc  cxa^ti  and 
merit  attention. 

“  Moll  t)f  the  French  and  Greek  tra¬ 
gedians  oblcive  the  ukiOcs  of  time  un:i 
plnce\  that  is,  they  fuppofe  every  part  of 
the  aclion  to  have  happened  in  the  lame 
place,  bec  uife  it  is  all  leprefented  on  the 
fame  (lage  ;  and  they  limit  the  time  ot  it  j 
to  a  few  hours,  becaufe  the  reprefenta- 
tion  is  of  no  longer  continuance.  Unity 
of  place  is  violateti,  when  the  feene 
changes  from  one  place  to  another,  from 
a  houfe  to  the  llreet,  from  the  town  to 
the  country,  or  from  one  town  or  coun¬ 
try  to  another.  Unity  of  time  is  broken 
through,  when  the  incidents  of  the  table 
are  Inch,  as  could  not  have  tallen  out 
within  a  few  horns,  or  at  leall  wnthin  the 
fpace  of  one  day  and  one  night. 

“  The  ohfervance  of  thefe  unities  may 
in  ibrne  cafes,  no  doubt  heighten  the  pro¬ 
bability  of  the  ad  ion  :  but  they  lay  a 
mighty  reftramt  upon  an  author’s  geni¬ 
us  :  and  liiey  may  guve  rife  to  improba¬ 
bilities  as  gieat  as  any  of  thofe  that  can 
be  oceafioned  by  the  negled  of  them. — 
If  the  fnbject  of  the  play  be  a  confpiracy, 
for  example,  and  the  feme  of  adion  the 
fleet ;  then,  if  unity  of  place  be  held  cf- 
fcnli.il  the  confpiiatoi s  mull  coiulud 
thiir  affairs  in  the  ftreet,  fo  as  to  be  feen 
and  heard  by  every  body:  a  very  un¬ 
likely  circurnifance,  and  what,  one  may 
venture  to  lay,  can'never  happen.  Sure¬ 
ly,  mod  audiences  would  be  belter  plea- 
led,  and  think  the  whole  more  natural,  if, 
fuch  an  emeigency;  the  Icene  were  to 
change  from  the  llreet  to  a  private  apart¬ 
ment. 

“  The  improbabilitic‘5,  oceafioned  by 
difregarding  thefe  unities,  arc  not  fo 
great  as  Ibinc  people  imagine.  While 
we  fit  in  ti)c  theatre,  it  is  as  eafy  for  us  to 
reconcile  our  minds  to  I  he  Ihifting  of  the 
feene  from  the  town  to  the  country, 
or  from  one  country  to  another;  as  it 
is,  at  our  entrance,  to  fuppofe  the  ftape 
a  certain  place  in  Rome  or  F.gypt.  Ami, 
if  wc  can  pcrfinule  ourfelves,  that  the 
player,  whom  wc  fec,  and  whofc  name 
and  pci  (bn  we  know,  Ins  on  a  fudden 
become  Cato,  or  Cicfar,  or  any  other  aii- 
VoL.  LVII. 


tient  hero,  wc  may  as  well  believe,  that 
the  evening  whichwc  pals  in  the  playlioulb 
comprehends  the  fpace  of  fcvcral  days  or 
years. 

“  Rut  in  fad,  there  is  not,  in  drama¬ 
tical  repicfentation,  that  llrict  probabili¬ 
ty  which  the  critics  talk  of.  We  never 
miftake  the  aiitor  for  the  pcifon  whole 
chaiader  he  bears;  wc  never  imagine 
ourfelves  in  a  foreign  country,  or  carried 
back  into  the  ages  of  antiquities:  our 
pleafure  is  dciiveil  frtmi  other  foiirces  ; 
and  from  this  chiefly,  that  we  know  the 
whole  to  be  a  fiction. — The  unities  of 
time  and  place  arc  violated  by  Shake- 
fpeare,  in  every  one  of  his  plays,  lie  of¬ 
ten  iliifts  the  feene  from  one  country  to 
another  :  and  the  time  t)f  his  adion  is 
not  always  limited  to  days  or  weeks, 
but  extends  frecjncntly  to  months,  and 
even  to  years.  Vet  thefe  irregularities 
are  not  offcnfivc  to  thofe  who  un- 
dcrtland  him.  And  hence,  1  think,  wc 
may  infer,  that  the  rule  which  enjoins 
the  dramatic  poet  to  a  rigid  obfervance 
of  the  unities  of  lime  ami  place,  is  not 
an  efiential,  but  a  mechanical  rule  of 
compofition*.’* 


Did  our  limits  permit,  we  could  with 
pleafure  go  on  with  multipliiLd  proofs 
ot  Dr  Beattie’s  good  talle,  and  attention 
to  the  interells  of  viiiic.  We  iniiil  con¬ 
tent  ourfelves,  however,  with  cKpreffing 
our  approbation  of  what  he  has  written 
on  the  laws  of  memory,  and  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  atteiuhin.

Their  imitate 
Tnil'cndorf ;  only  don’t  be  fo  dlfgufllngly 
dry,  and  tell  every  nation’s  flory  fepa- 
rately  ;  or  do  like  Bolfuet,  .and  confine 
ytmrfeh  to  a  few  remarkable  cvems,  and 
a  few  celebrated  n.ations.” 

U’iu  n  h«  is  fpeaking  of  the  trc.atife  of 
Ruehauan,  dr  juf e  re^^ni  apud  Srntniy  he 
taut's  oecalion  to  atlmire  the  fentiir.ents 
of  government  and  liberty  difplayed  in 
it  ;  .md  he  doe.s  not  fcruple  to  fiy,  that 
J.ceke  borrt)wed  all  his  celebrated  no 
lions  from  it.  T'his  fadt  mull  he  al 
lowetl  to  K‘  very  curious  but  perhaps 
it  tmglu  to  be  i  yaniiued  with  mtire  ac 
curacy  than  the  Airbe  nas  bellowed  upon 
it.

years,  or  by  a  fiim  in  grofs,  to  an  ePa- 
blilhment  for  life :  and  did,  on  that  ac¬ 
count,  folicit  a  commutation  of  their 
half  pay,  for  an  equivalent  in  one  of  the 
two  niudes  above  mentioned,  in  order  to 
remove  all  fubject  of  dilVatisfadiou  from 
the  minds  of  their  fellow  citizens.  And 
wlieieas  Congrefs  are  delirous,  as  well 
of  giatifying  the  rcafonablc  expectations 
of  the  oP'.ccrs  of  the  army,  as  of  remov¬ 
ing  all  objee^iirns  which  may  exiP,  in  any 
pait  of  the  United  States,  to  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  tire  half-pay  cttabliPiment,  for 
which  the  faith  of  the  United  States 
hath  been  pledged,  perfuaded  that  thofe 
objections  can  only  arife  from  the  nature 
of  the  comjienfation,  not  from  any  indif- 
pofition  to  compenfate  thofe  whofe  fer«f 
vices,  facrificcs,  and  futlerings,  have  fo 
iuP  a  title  to  ihe  approbation  and  rewards 
of  their  country : 

“  Therefore  refolved.  That  fuch  oPi- 
cers  as  are  now  in  the  fervice,  and  Piall 
continue  therein  to  the  end  of  the  war, 
Piall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  amount 
of  five  years  full  pay  in  money,  or  fccu- 
litics  on  intereP  at  fix  per  cent,  per  an¬ 
num,  as  Congrefs  Piall  find  moP  conve¬ 
nient,  inPeadofthe  half-pay  promifed 
lor  iPe  by  the  refolution  of  the  21P  day 
of  Odober  1786;  the  faid  fecuritics  to 
l>e  filch  as  Piall  be  given  to  other  credi¬ 
tors  of  the  United  Slates,  provided  it  be 
at  the  option  of  the  lines  of  the  refpec- 
tive  Slates,  and  not  of  officers  individu¬ 
ally  ill  the  lines,  to  accept  01  tefufe  the 
fame.  And  provided  alfo  that  their 
clcviiim  Pull  be  figiiifitd  to  Congrefs 
tlnongh  tlie  Commander  in  Chief,  from 
the  lines  under  his  immediate  command, 
within  two  inonllis,  and  through  the 
Commanding  OPicerof  the  fouthern  ar¬ 
my,  from  thofe  under  his  command, 
w'ltliin  fix  months  from  the  date  of  this 
refolution  : 

“  'That  the  fame  commutation  Piall 
(.xtciul  to  the  corps  not  belonging  to  the 
lines  of  p.uticular  States,  and  who  -'’re 
entitled  to  half-pay  for  life  as  aforefaid; 
I  the  acceptance  or  refnfal  to  be  determin- 
1  cd  liy  tlie  corps,  and  to  be  lignified  in  the 
[  fame  manner,  within  the  fame  .time,  as 
!  above  mentioneil.  I'hat  all  others  be- 
I  longing  to  the  hnfpital  dep.irtment,  who 
are  entitled  to  half-pay  by  the  refolution 
of  the  17th  of  Jamiary  1781,  may,  col- 
Uiflively,  agree  to  accept  or  refufe  the  a- 
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lorefaid  commutation,  fignifying  the  fame 
through  the  Commaiuler  in  Chief  within 
fix  months  from  this  lime.  That  fiich 
periods,  entitled  to  half-pay  for  life, 
may  colleelively,  in  each  State  of  which 
they  are  inhabitants,  accept  or  refufe  the 
fame  ;  their  acceptation  or  refufal  to  be 
fignihed  by  agents,  authorifed  for  that 
purpofe,  within  fix  months  from  this 
period  ;  that,  with  refpc*t  to  fuch  retir¬ 
ing  oflicers,  tlie  commutation,  if  accep¬ 
ted  by  them,  lhall  be  in  lieu  of  whatever 
may  be  now  due  to  them  lince  the  time 
of  their  retiring  from  fervice,  as  well  as 
of  what  might  hereafter  become  due;

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS  a  body  of  armed  foldiers 
in  the  fcrvice  of  the  United  States,  and 
ijuartercd  in  the  barracks  of  this  city,  ha¬ 
ving  mutinoiifly  renounced  their  obe¬ 
dience  to  their  oflicers,  did,  on  Saturday 
the  twenty-firft  day  of  this  inflant,  pro¬ 
ceed,  under  the  diredion  of  their  fer- 
jeants,  in  a  hoflile  and  threatening  man¬ 
ner  to  the  place  in  which  Congrefs  were 
alfembled,  and  did  fiirround  the  fame 
with  guards  :  And  whereas  Congrefs  in 
eonfeqiience  tliereof  did  on  the  fame  day 
refolve,  “  That  the  prcfident  and  fu- 
preme  executive  council  of  this  (late 
ihoiild  be  informed,  that  the  authority  of 
the  United  States  having  been  that  day 
grofsly  infulted  by  the  diforderly  anil 
menacing  appearance  of  a  body  of  armed 
foldiers  about  the  place  where  Congrefs 
were  aflembled  ;  and  that  the  peace  of 
this  city  being  endangered  by  tlie  muti¬ 
nous  difpolition  of  the  faid  troops  tiien 
in  tlie  barracks ;  it  was,  in  the  opinion  of 


Congrefs,  neceflary,  that  cffe»flual  mea- 
fiires  Ihould  be  taken  for  furporting  the 
public  authority  and  alfo  whereas 
Congrefs  did,  at  the  fame  time,  appoint 
a  committee  to  confer  with  Hie  faid  pre- 
fident  and  fupn me  executive  council  on 
the  practicability  of  carrying  jtlie  faid  le- 
foluiion  into  due  cflcCt ;  and  alfo  where¬ 
as  the  faid  committee  have  reported  to 
me,  that  they  have  not  received  fatisfaa- 
tory  afl'urances  for  expecting  adequalc 
and  prompt  exertions  of  this  ftate  for 
fupporting  the  dignity  of  the  fccderal  go¬ 
vernment  ;  and  alfo  whereas  the  fiid  fol¬ 
diers  Hill  continue  in  a  Hate  of  open  mu¬ 
tiny  and  revolt,  fo  that  the  dignity  and 
authority  of  the  United  States  would  Ih: 
conflantly  expofed  to  a  repetition  of  in- 
fiilt  while  Congrefs  lhall  continue  to  fit 
in  tliis  city  ;  I  do  theiefoie,  by  and  w'itli 
the  adviee  of  the  faid  committee,  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  powers  and  authorities 
in  me  vefled  for  this  purpofe,  hereby 
funimon  the  Honourable  the  Delegates 
compoling  the  Congrefs  of  the  United 
States,  and  every  of  lliiin,  to  meet  in 
Congrefs  on  'J'hurfday  the  26th  day  of 
June  intrant, at  Prince  Town,  in  the  Hale 
of  New  Jerfey,  in  oidcr  that  fuither  and 
more  efleCtual  meafures  may  be  taken  for 
fupprt-iring  the  prefent  revolt,  and  main- 
taifiing  the  dignhy  and  authority  of  the 
Utiited  States,  of  wliich  all  oflicers  of  the 
United  St.ates,  civil  and  military,  and  all 
others  whom  it  may  concern,  are  delired 
to  take  notice  and  govern  lliemfelves  ac¬ 
cordingly.

willi  their  p.iy  in  tlieir  pocket.s,  but  Itv 
far  the  greater  number  with  only  thir 
piaaniftes  of  Congrefs.  The  pcoplu 
tre.itcd  the  heads  of  1  lie  confederacy  with 
the  greateft  in.uks  of  contempt,  and  cvciy 
fhocmaker  .and  taylor  wr  e  liccomc  legi- 
hators ;  hut  what  enyr»)MC'l  the  conver- 
f  ition  of  the  mure  confederate  part  of  the 
Lpc.cpic,  both  0:1  thj  coiitinciii  aiid  New 
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York,  vas  the  nfignation  of  General 
WaH)ington,  aiinounctcl  byacircular  let¬ 
ter,  and  this  at  a  time  when  his  enemies 
had  reported  he  meant  to  take  ihegovern- 
ir.ent  into  l.is  own  hands,  under  the 
chara<Jtcr  of  j'iidator  or  Protector  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

W  e  are  informed,  that  there  is  no  ap- 
per.ranei  of  the  troops  leaving  New 
York  fuildenly,  as  General  Carlcton,  a- 
bout  the  6th  of  July,  i fined  a  proclama¬ 
tion,  ordering  the  retailers  of  wine,  and 
other  liquors,  to  renew  their  licences  for 
three  months  longer. —  Numhei  s  of  peo¬ 
ple  were  coming  in  to  Nev\'  York  from 
theccuintry,  petitioning  the  General  to  be 
]'iU  e'n  the  hl\  of  refugees,  who  are  going 
It)  fettle  in  Nova  bcotia.  'I'hefe  people 
livi  d  an  ong  the  Americans,  during  the 
whole  com  le  C'f  the  war,  in  a  peaceable 
manner  ;  but  nv)t  txpiefiing  zeal  enough 
for  intlepeiule  ncy,  had,  fince  the  peace, 
been  fe>  roughly  treated,  as  has  obliged 
them  to  abandon  their  liabitalions,  anei 
feck  for  an  afyluin  elfewlKTc. 

Gontial  CarUton  has  advertifed  in  the 
New  York  Gazette  for  a  confu’erable 
quantity  of  fionr,  to  be  elelivired  at  la»ng 
in  ar.»',  and  (after  the  e\ncnation  of  that 
place)  to  the  lefugees  at  Nova  Scotia, 
goveimnent  being  dctei mined  to  lewarei 
their  loyally  with  eveiy  encouragement 
ca>nhlU  nt  with  the  weltare  of  the  Hate. 

Aecv»rding  to  ficiue,  the  late  riotous 
attack  upon  the  American  Congiefs  \^as 
a  mere  mar.eenvre  ei>ncirted  In’  them- 
felves,  and  executed  under  their  e)wn 
direction.  A  removal  to  the  Jeifeys  has 
long  been  in  e'or.teu.platlon,  and  there 
was  wanting  only  tome  apparent  caufc 
for  the  wilhed-for  meafme  taking  place  ; 
and  this  was  fupplieil  by  the  tumult  a- 
mong  the  foldicry. — However,  to  put  the 
befi  pollible  face  upon  the  event,  a  re¬ 
ward  in  continental  paper,  amounting  to 
ne'ar  a  thoiifand  pounds  lUi  ling,  has  been 
otfered  for  the  apprehenlion  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  who  hcailed  the  tumultuous  corps. — 
The  offie'crs  in  queftion  were  captains  in 
the  American  fervice;  their  names  are 
Cai berry  and  (Jreen  ;  they  happily  efcap- 
ed  the  purfnits  of  Congrefs,  and  are  now* 
f.ifely  anived  in  London. 

From  the  docinrcnts  publifiied  in  Ame¬ 
rica,  the  fia*e  of  politics  in  that  country 
is  clearly  difcern’bie.  'bhe  diflcrent 
fiatcf,  naturally  anxious  to  pitferve  the 
independence  they  have  acquircel.  are 
V'alous  of  every  tiling  which  bears  the 
fembijuce  oi*  firetching  the  power  of 
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Congrefs.  A  permanent  revenue  and 
the  appointment  of  officers  in  con- 
feipience,  is  Confidered  as  creating  an 
influence  which  may  lead  to  the  excrcife 
t)f  more  than  delegated  authority;  and 
thus  convert  an  American  Congrefs  into 
a  Polifli  diet.  Thefe  mutual  fears  are 
congenial  to  infantile  republics ;  which 
require  the  maturing  Hand  of  time  to 
coinpofe  differences,  and  fettle  the  go¬ 
vernment  on  a  fure  bafis  of  political 
harmony. 

It  is  remarked,  to  the  honour  of  the 
military  charadlcr  and  profeflion,  that  it 
is  among  the  citizens,  not  the  foldiers  of 
America,  that  the  fury  againft  the  loyalifts 
chiefly  prevails. 

Letters  from  Paris  mention,  that  the 
calamities  of  the  American  loyalifts  have 
excited  compaflion  even  from  the  court 
of  Vei  failles,  and  that  the  King  has  ac¬ 
tually  direjfted  the  miniftry  to  interfere  in 
their  favour  with  the  Congrefs. 

'I  he  loyalifts  new  town  in  Nova  Scotia 
was  unhappily  fet  on  fire  the  middle  of 
June,  and  received  confiderable  damage 
before  it  wms  extinguiffied. 

At  Baltimore  in  Maryland  the  Iiiffi  flag 
is  permitted  to  fly,  and  the  Bi  itifli  hauled 
down,  by  order  of  Congrefs,  in  confe- 
(]iienee  of  an  infult  offered  to  the  Ame¬ 
rican  flag  at  New’  York. 

\N  hen  it  became  ncccffary  for  the  Ame¬ 
rican  and  Englilh  Generals  to  have  an  in¬ 
terview,  Sir  Guy  Carlcton  invited  Mr 
Waihington,  w’ith  as  many  friends  as  he 
fliould  cliurc,  w'ithin  the  Britiffi  lines. 
Ml  Waihington  returned  for  anfwer, 
that,  as  an  individual,  he  would  eftcem  it 
an  honour  to  w’ait  on  General  Carlcton  ; 
biit,a\fting  in  a  public  character,  he  could 
not  w  ith  propriety  pay  a  vilit  to  a  garri- 
fon  that  was  lioftile  to  his  country.  The 
Britifli  army  was  to  be  confidered  as 
ftrangers  and  enemies  to  America  ;  it  was 
therefore  proper,  that  all  advances  to- 
waids  reconciliation  fhould  be  made  by 
the  invading  force  to  the  people  invaded. 
He  concluded  with  a  polite  invitation  to 
General  Sir  Guy  Carlcton,  and  as  many 
friends  as  he  fhould  chufe  to  bring  along 
with  him,  to  dine  in  the  Amciican  camp. 
The  Engliffi  General,  with  a  few  friends, 
accepted  Mr  Walhington’s  invitation, 
and  were  entertained  with  great  magnifi¬ 
cence,  and  the  moft  perfc<ft  piopriety  and 
politenefs. 

The  American  Congrefs  were  fitting 
deliberating  in  June  laft  upon  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  new*  ait  of  confederation  and 
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perpetual  union;  and  fofar  fromallowing 
Vermont  to  become  a  feparate  State,  they 
had  pafled  an  unanimous  refolve  to  fup- 
prefs  it,  and  not  to  allow  in  future  any 
new  State  to  be  eredted  but  with  the 
entire  approbation  of  Congrefs. 

The  lad  letters  from  South  Carolina 
mention,  that  la  fail  of  merchant  Ihips 
were  taking  in  rice  and  indigo  atCharlef- 
town,  conhgned  to  London,  and  wcie  to 
fail  the  a6th  inltant. 

The  Philadelphia  Ga/ctte  of  the  a4th 
of  June  fays,  that  200  fail  of  fliips,  molt 
of  them  with  valuable  cargoes,  had  arri¬ 
ved  in  the  Delaware  between  the  3d  of 
May  and  the  date  of  the  Gazette. 

A  fliip  lately  failed  from  the  river  for 
3’hiladelphia  with  56  pafiengerson  board, 
cIiieHy  confilting  of  journeymen  carpen¬ 
ters,  blackfmiths,  bricklayers,  and  ba¬ 
kers  ;  and  the  Captain  was  obliged  to  re¬ 
fute  taking  half  as  many  more,  for  w’ant 
of  conveniencies. 


ConpaKtinoph,  ‘June  25.  “  The  plague 
has  fpread  in  every  quarter  of  this  city 
and  its  fuburbs,  as  well  as  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  provinces  of  Alia  and  in  Bofnia:

Auguft.  9.  difpatchcs  were  received 
from  General  Elliott,  at  Gibraltar,  tiated 
the  24th  of  July.

The  I.ord  Hyde  packet  is  .arrived  at 
Falmouth  from  the  Welt  Indies.  She' 
left  Antigua  the  2  7lh  of  June,  when  the 
Ihips  from  Europe  were  all  arrived  fafe, 
.and  fcvcral  of  them  were  gone  to  the 
captured  illands,  to  load  for  London. 
They  had  been  expecting,  week  after 
week,  for  three  months  together,  that 
thefe  illands  w'ould  be  given  np,  agrce.i- 
bly  to  the  prelimin.aries  ;  but, it  is  fuppo- 
fed  they  mull  wait  for  llie  definitive 
treaty,  before  the  reftoralion  of  them 
will  take  place.  The  French  continue  to 
treat  the  inhabitants  with  cwry  pofliblc 
indulgence. 

It  is  leportcd  that  theie  are  fevcral  let¬ 
ters  in  town  from  the  Well  Indies,  which 
1-iy  that  the  French  governors  of  the 
conquered  iflands  have  rcceiv^*d  infor¬

The  inl‘01  mation  lliey  bring  is 
as  follows  : — 'J'hat  ihe  lhii>  was  lott  on 
the  12th  of  Augutt,  17S1  ;  that  fifteen  of 
the  feamen  were  drowned  ;  tiiat  the 
Captain,  Ins  olficcvs,  paiTengers,  with 
their  fervants,  and  feamen,  gol  on  lliore. 
on  the  Catt're  coalt ;  tl»at  they  determined 
•  to  keep  in  a  bo-iy,  and  cmleavourctl  to 
reach  Ibmc  Dutch  fcttlement,  or  the 
Cape  ;  that  the  feamen  were  often  at¬ 
tacked  by  the  C.d^res  witli  Ihowevs  of- 
Hones,  and  Ibrctimes  wi«li  l.inccs,  one 
of  wliich  killed  Mr  C.  Newman,  a  paf- 
fenger  ;  that  leveral  of  the  feamen  died 
for  want  ;  thatdhe  Cafi'res  drove  tlieni 
as  if  they  were  a  flock  of  Iheep  ;  and* 
when  attacked  by  tlir  feamen  with  ttoncs, 
in  return  for  thofe  thrown,  they  defendecl 
themfclves  with  Urgets,  an<l  appeared 
very  cowardly  ;  that  they  dlil  not  take 
away  any  of  the  ladies,  but  lliat  the 
whole  of  them  were  tr*":ite<l  without  dif- 
tindion  very  ill  ;  that  they  were  every 
night  o’oliged  to  Uglit'fires  to  keep  ott  the 
wild  beafts,  which  were  very  nimieroiis, 
and  had  ilellroyetl  fonie  of  their  party  ; 
tliat  feveial  had  lieen  milfed,  and  fome 
h.ad  died  befiire  lliey  left  them  ;  that  they 
only  knew  of  fix  men,  including  them- 
felves,  being  fafe,  four  of  whom  accom¬ 
panied  tiitin  to  a  Dutch  fcttlement  where 
they  were  imprifoned.  I  hefe  men  got 
out,  and  got  tui  board  the  Dine,  which 
failed  the  i4lh  of  March;  they  got  to 
the  Cape  011  Chriflmas  I've,  'i'hey  do 
not  imagine  that  any  of  the  party  can 
live,  as  they  wTre  all  near  expiring ;  they 
had  been  with  them  live  weeks  from  the 
lofs.  During  the  lattei  pm  they  hud 
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met  witli  a  part  of  a  whale  which  they 
cal ;  tliat  lume  of  the  party  had  been 
obliged  to  eat  their  ihi>es.  On  the  whole, 
the  defeription  is  Ihoeking. — 'I'lie  names 
of  the  paflengers  were,  Mr  James,  Mrs 
J.opgie,  Mr  and  Mrs  Holier,  Mr  Williams, 
Mr  'I'aylor,  Mr  Newman.

Before  Friday 
morning,  however,  her  illnefs  had  taken 
a  favourable  turn,  and  an  exprefs  arrived 
at  Lord  John  CavendillPs  oflice,  about 
fix  o’clock,  with  an  account  of  the 
Queen’s  rec(i®L'ry.  Dr  Ford  (aid,  the 
indifpofition  had  been  occafroned  by  the 
revolution  of  the  milk,  and  all  the  alarm¬ 
ing  appearances  wxre  gone  ;  and  her 
Majefty,  we  arc  hap^iy  to  alfure  our 
readers,  is  now  in  a  fair  w’ay  of  being 
fpeedily  reinftated  in  her  health. 

Saturday,  July  20.  came  on  at  the  Old 
Bailey  the  trial  of  William  Wynne  Ry- 
land,  for  a  forgery  on  the  Eaft  India 
Company.

— After  the  evidence  w’as  gone 
through,  Mr  Juftice  Buller  obferved,  that 
the  bills  had  been  traced  to  the  prifoner, 
and  that  they  had  three  principal  points 
to  cindider,- — i.  Whether  the  bill  w'as 
forged.  2i'’’(^^hether  the  prifoner  uttered 
it,  know'irig  it  to  be  forged.  3.  Whether 
the  bill  prodiiced  was  uttered  by  the  pri¬ 
foner. - 'I'hc  Jury  retired  for  tw'enty 

minutes,  and  brought  in  their  verdiCl, 
GUILl'Y  of  utterinjj  the  bill  knowing  it 
to  be  forged.  Mr  Ryland,  during  the 
whole  courfe  of  the  trial,  and  on  hearing 
the  verdiCl,  conducted  himfelf  w'ith  man- 
linefs  and  furprifing  calmiiefs. 

Thurfday  July  24.  Jacob  Ringrofe  At-  . 
kins  was  tried  at  the  Old  Bailey,  indiClcd 
for  making  an  alTault  upon  Francis 
Laird,  in  Bloomlbury  Square,  on  the 
25th  of  June  laft,  putting  him  in  fear  of 
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his  life,  and  robbing  him  of  a  piirfe,  con¬ 
taining  three  guineas  in  gold,  and  fome 
filvcr,  and  alfo  a  gold  watch.  See.  He 
was  found  Guilty,  'there  were  four 
other  indictments  againft  this  unhappy 
young  man,  whofe  family  is  highly  re- 
I’pcdablc  for  fortune  and  character  in 
Ireland.  In  appearance  and  manners,  he 
behaved  as  a  gentleman  of  education, 
and  his  conduit  was  manly  and  decent. 
Mr  Atkins  had  been  a  cornet  of  horfc, 
and  came  to  London  with  a  confiderable 
fum  of  money  for  the  purpofe  of  going 
to  the  Ea(t  Indies,  w'hich  he,  falling  into 
bad  company,  fpent  in  dilfipation. 

Saturday,  Aug.  2.  fentence  of  death 
was  pronounced  at  the  Old  Bailey,  on 
fourteen  capital  conviCls.  Mr  Ryland 
was  brought  to  the  bar,  and  received  his 
fentence  by  himfelf,  on  which  occalion 
the  Recorder  made  a  pathetic  fpeech  to 
him,  rccoinmeTnling  to  him  to  prepare 
for  death.

On  Friday  Angu^  i.  in  confcquencc 
of  a  memorial  being  prefented  to  the 
Lord  Provolt,  Hating,  that  if  the  quaran¬ 
tine  was  rigidly  enforced  on  the  fliips 
wliich  had  juft  conie  into  Leith  Road 
from  the  Baltic  with  grain,  the  city  of 
Edinburgh  might  fulfer  confiderably,  as 
there  were  not  above  three  weeks  fwpply 
in  the  granaries, — his  Lordfliip,  wnth  ad¬ 
vice  of  the  officers  of  flate,  fent  off' an  ex- 
prefs  ro  the  Secretary  of  State  with  an 
application  for  removing  the  quaran¬ 
tine. 

On  Fr  iday  the  8th,  his  Majefty  accor¬ 
dingly  iffued  arr  order  of  Privy  Courrcil, 
taking  off  the  quarantine  on  fliips  from 
the  Baltic,  laden  with  grain. 

By  ktters  from  Dantzic,  Konigflierg, 
and  Memel,  rrot  one  word  is  mentioned 
refpeding  any  peffilence. 

The  parliament  of  Ireland  is  diffblved, 
and  a  new  one  ordered  to  be  held  on  the 
fixth  of  September  next. 

Wednefday  the  6th  current  the  perfon 
calling  himfclf  Dr  James  (Jraham  was 
committed  prifoner  to  the  tolbooth  of 
this  city,  by  warrant  of  the  magi rates, 
on  the  application  of  the  procurator  fif- 
cal,  in  order  to  Hand  trial  for  his  late  in¬ 
jurious  publications  in  this  city. 


On  the  i6th  lilt,  the  following  accident 
happened  at  the  finifhing  the  arch  of  a 
bridge  at  Lixrhgairhead,  near  Dumbarton. 
There  w^ere  a  number  of  people  upon  the 
arch,  curious  to  fee  it  finilhed,  when 
the  wood  gave  way,  and  all  went  dowm 
in  an  inllant.  Scvcralswcte  much  hurt,  j 
but  none  mortally,  except  a  man,  James 
Chrillic,  who  had  one  leg  broke,  and  was 

feverely  hrnifeil  otherwife,  that  he  died 
within  hx  hours  after. 

1 II'  fday  July  22.  three  men  were  killed  • 
in  a  coal-pit  at  Catnlachie,  about  a  mile 
eaft  of  Olafgow.  'Fhe  pit  was  lhanked 
Jaft  Augiift,  but  not  wrought,  on  account 
of  too  much  water.  The  three  men 
were  let  down  on  a  fcaffold  to  examine 
.‘ht  pit  ;  one  of  the  ropes  broke,  and  the 
oKU’ll  man  (father  of  one  of  the  other 
twojkil  into  the  water;  the  other  two 
held  by  the  ropes,  and  called  out  to  the  * 
j'.copic  above,  informing  them  of  their  * 
fitnation.  A  fourth  man  was  Ut  down 
in  a  bucket  to  their  alliffance  ;  but  be-  , 
fore  he  reached  them  the  other  two  had  j 
iK-en  fo  afftv^ted  by  the  dnm]>  as  to  lofe 
their  hold,  and  hail  likewife  fallen  to  tlie  1 
bottom.  'J'he  fourth  man  xvas  in  immi¬ 
nent  danger,  and  feeiningly  dead  when  * 
l)roneht  up,  but  foon  recovered.  Two 
of  tile  men’s  bodies,  when  got  out  of  the 
pit,  were  v/arm,  and  proper  methods 
were  nfed  for  their  recovery,  but  in  vain. 

Friday  July  25.  a  young  boy  who  was 
diverting  lilmfelf  on  the  verge  of  the  ca¬ 
nal  a  little  weft  of  Falkirk,  unfortunately 
fell  in  and  was  drowned. 

On  the  19th  lilt,  a  Iligliland  lad,  whofe 
name  was  James  Kobertfon,  was  dro-.vn- 
€vl,  bathing  in  the  river  Canon. 

On  Monday  July  28.  a  lad  of  about 
thii  t«‘cn  years  of  age.  Ion  to  .1  gentleman 
in  (ilafgow,  was  unfortunately  diowned 
r.s  he  was  bathing  at  the  Hroomielaw. 
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Anil  on  Tucfday  the  19th  the  Do^flor 
^’as  liberated  from  jail,  the  I.ord  Ordi¬ 
nary  on  the  bills  having  palTtd  his  bill  of 
fufpenlion  and  liberation,  on  his  tinding 
bail  for  3C0  merks. 

A  caufe  of  conlidcrable  importance  to 
the  if  i  of  Glafgow,  and  the  far¬ 

mers  in  its  neighbourhood,  was  lalt  fef- 
fion  determined  in  the  Court  of  SelTion. 
In  Augutl  1781,  the  tacklman  of  the  du¬ 
ties  of  the  potatoe  market  of  Glafgow, 
made  a  demand  upon  feveral  Ihopkeepers 
whoretailed  potatoes  in  their  Ihops,  and 
upon  feveral  farmers  who  expofed  po¬ 
tatoes  to  fale  in  ftreets,  for  the  fame 
dues  as  if  when  l  ariied  to  the  market 
place.  T  his  cxaiftion  being  lefnfed,  the 
tackl'rpan  preferred  a  fuinmary  complaint 
againrt  them  to  the  magilliates,  who,  af¬ 
ter  hearing  parties,  found  the  defenders 
liable  to  the  dues  claimed,  and  in  con- 
feijiience  of  their  fentence,  feveral  of 
them  were  impiifoned,  and  were  liberat¬ 
ed  on  payment  under  piotclt.  They 
then  brought  an  adion  before  the  Court 
of  Seflion  againft  the  Magiftrates  and 
Council,  and  their  tackfman,  to  have  it 
declared,  that  the  tax  fhould  not  be  le¬ 
vied  in  time-coming.  The  caufe  has  de¬ 
pended  hnce,  and,  on  Tuefday  the  15th 
ult.  the  Indues  delivered  their  opinions 
at  great  length,  and  by  a  m.ajority  gave  it 
againft  the  magiftrates. 

An  immenfe  Ihoal  of  herrings  appear¬ 
ed  on  the  coaft  of  Ireland  the  beginning 
of  this  month,  and  it  is  faid  there  was  not 
a  veftll  on  the  frihery.  On  the  call  coaft 
of  Scotland  they  have  been  tolerably 
plenty,  and  the  boats  have  been  very  in- 
diiftrious.  They  are  felling  at  Eyemouth 
at  one  (hilling  ptr  hundred. 

We  hear  from  the  illand  of  Mull,  that 
they  have  the  greateft  take  of  herrings 
that  ever  was  feen  on  thefc  coafts  ;  they 
fell  at  fixpence  per  hundred.  Shearing 
began  in  tire  iflands  of  Tirec  and  IcoJm- 
Lill  about  the  middle  of  July. 

We  hear  from  the  ifle  of  Man,  that  the 
harveft  was  begun  there  about  the  icili 
of  July. 

A  very  fine  field  of  oats  w'as  errt  down 
at  Largic,  in  Argylefliire,  on  the  30th  of 
July. 

I  he  barley  harveft  began  at  Stony- 
kirk  and  Whithorn,  in  the  ftiirc  of  Wig- 
ton,  on  the  iSth  of  Jrrly,  and  in  Dum- 
fricslhire  on  the  4th  inft. 

A  field  of  ripe  «i»ats  w’as  cut  down  by 
Mr  Friend,  at  Criclf,  and  angthcr  of  bar¬ 


ley  by  Peter  Miller,  vlnt^jcr  at  Bridgend 
there,  on  Friday  the  ift  current. 

Several  fields  of  corn  have  already  beera 
cut  down  in  the  neighbourhood  ofthia 
city. 

They  write  from  Ayr,  that,  through 
that  country,  the  crop  of  all  kinds  of 
grain  has  a  rnoft  fine  appearance,  and  .at 
prefent  exceeds  the  rnoft  fangirinc  expec¬ 
tations.  A  gentleman  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  that  town  has  engaged  to  turnilh 
the  inhabitants  with  500  bolls  of  oat 
meal  of  this  year’s  crop  at  10  d.  per  peck. 

From  Ncwtv,  in  Ireland,  vre  learn» 
that  grain  of  every  kind  is  very  plcntyr 
there,  and  become  much  cheaper,  wheat 
felling  at  16  s.  meal  from  18  s.  to  20  s»  and 
great  plenty  at  market. 

The  harveft  has  already  become  gene¬ 
ral  in  tire  county  of  Northumberland.
